100th  DAY  AND  LOYALTY  NIGHT 


As  graduation  day  draws  near  for  the 
Class  of  1964  two  recent  events  indicate 
a  strengthened  bond  between  these 
fledgling  alumnae  and  the  alumnae  as- 
sociation. The  one  occasion  originated 
with  the  Alumnae  Council  and  the 
other  was  a  spontaneous  gesture  on  the 
part  of  the  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  Alumnae  Council,  knowing  that 
the  Seniors  have  a  special  feeling  about 
what  they  call  their  100th  Day  (one 
hundred  days  before  graduation) ,  made 
plans  to  entertain  the  Senior  Class  at 
Spotswood  Alumnae  House  on  that  day. 

Members  of  the  Richmond  Chapter 
served  as  hostesses  at  a  formal  100th 
Day  tea  held  at  Spotswood  on  Thurs- 
day, February  20,  in  honor  of  the 
Seniors.  At  this  time  the  girls  had  an 
opportunity  to  roam  through  what  will 
be  their  alumnae  house  and  to  look  at 
the  collection  of  old  scrap  books  and 
annuals. 

Other  guests  at  the  tea  were  Chan- 
cellor and  Mrs.  Grellet  Simpson,  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Edward  Alvey,  Jr.,  Dean 
Margaret  Hargrove,  and  the  Senior 
Class  sponsors,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  James 
Croushore. 

The  second  event  means  very  much 
to  the  Alumnae  Association  members 
because  the  students,  on  their  own  initi- 
ative, decided  to  dedicate  their  Loyalty 
Night  Formal  Convocation  to  the 
alumnae. 

The  program,  which  was  presented  in 
GW  auditorium  on  Wednesday,  March 
1  1 ,  consisted  of  a  formal  procession  of 


the  Senior  Class,  and  an  arrangement 
of  songs,  slides,  and  dialogue  recalling 
life  at  MWC  in  the  1920's,  1930's, 
1940'sand  1950's.  Emphasis  was  placed 
on  the  feeling  of  loyalty  to  the  college 
which  is  shared  by  all  of  her  daughters. 
On  the  Convocation  program  ap- 
peared the  following  words,  "We  dedi- 
cate this  Loyalty  Night  Program  to  the 
Alumnae  whose  loyalty  and  support  has 
remained  with  us.  Let  us  join  now  and 
reflect  upon  loyalty  through  the  decades 
at  Mary  Washington." 

In  the  center  section  of  the  practi- 
cally full  auditorium  were  seated  the 
Senior  Class,  in  caps  and  gowns,  and 
three  rows  of  returning  alumnae  and 
student  representatives  of  some  chapters. 

After  convocation  the  alumnae,  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  administration, 
and  those  who  took  part  in  the  program 
met  at  a  reception  in  the  Hall  of 
Mirrors. 

Eleven  of  the  fourteen  active  chap- 
ters were  represented  at  the  convoca- 
tion, either  by  students  from  the  chap- 
ter areas  or  by  chapter  members.  A 
number  of  alumnae  not  affiliated  with 
any  chapter  also  attended. 

Student  representatives  were  soph- 
omore Katie  Winn  Green  for  Alexan- 
dria.; freshman  Margaret  Lee  Ford  for 
Baltimore ;  freshman  Lynn  Alice  Frei- 
burger  for  Miami;  three  freshmen — 
Mary  Elizabeth  Basnight  and  twins, 
Julie  and  Judy  Fink  for  Norfolk;  and 
junior  Mary  Susan  Donohue  for  West- 
chester.

ALUMNA  STARS 
IN  LITTLE  SERIES 

The  fourth  concert 
of  MWC's  Little 
Series  featured  the 
alumnae  associa- 
tion's own  Peggy 
Kelley  Reinburg  '58 
when  she  returned 
to    the    college    on 

February   10  to  play  Johann  Sebastian 

Bach's  "Organ  Mass." 

"Clavieriibung,  Part  III,"  a  10-part 
organ  work  which  ranges  from  a  pre- 
lude to  chorale  to  fugue,  has  been 
termed  "an  unsurmountable  peak  of 
Bach's  chorale  creativeness  and  one  of 
the  most  highly  intellectual  and  most 
important  works  of  sacred  music." 

Peggy  and  her  husband,  James  M. 
Reinburg,  live  in  Richmond  where  she 
is  organist  and  music  director  of  the 
First  English  Lutheran  Church.  For- 
merly music  director  and  organist  at  the 
River  Road  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Richmond,  she  has  also  appeared  as  a 
recitalist  in  a  music  series  at  Bruton 
Parish  Church  in  Williamsburg. 

Since  her  graduation  from  MWC  in 
1958  she  has  studied  at  the  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  School  of  Sacred  Mu- 
sic, New  York  and  at  Northwestern 
University.  She  has  also  studied  under 
Granville  Munson,  Jr.  in  Richmond, 
Paul  Callaway  at  the  Washington  Ca- 
thedral, Robert  Fountain  at  Oberlin 
Conservatory,  Richard  Enright  of 
Northwestern,  and  Gustav  Leonhardt 
of  Amsterdam. 

In  1958  she  was  awarded  the  alum- 
nae association's  Thomas  Jefferson  Cup 
for  high  scholarship  and  outstanding 
service  to  the  college.  A  recipient  of 
the  Mu  Phi  Epsilon  award  as  outstand- 
ing musician  in  her  class,  she  was  also 
a  member  of  Mortar  Board,  president 
of  YWCA  and  Willard  dormitory,  mu- 
sic director  for  the  senior  class  benefit, 
and  the  originator  of  the  Mu  Phi  Epsi- 
lon talent  shows. 

At  present  she  is  Third  Vice-Chair- 
man of  the  Alumnae  Association.  This 
position  places  her  in  charge  of  the 
Alumnae  Council  and  on  the  Executive 
Committee  and  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  association.  She  has  served  as  past 
president  of  the  Richmond  alumnae 
chapter.

GOVERNOR  APPOINTS 
ALUMNA  TO 
UVA  BOARD 

Molly  Vaughan  Parrish  '29  (Mrs.  E. 
Alton,  Sr.)  of  Newport  News  has  been 
named  by  Governor  Harrison  to  succeed 
Walter  B.  Martin  of  Norfolk  on  the 
17-member  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
University  of  Virginia. 

A  past  president  of  the  Alumnae  As- 
sociation from  1 945- 1 95 1,  Mrs.  Parrish 
has  also  served  the  Peninsula  Chapter 
as  their  president  and  as  chairman  of 
many  committees.  In  AAUW  she  was 
president  of  the  Newport  News  Branch 
and  a  leader  in  the  South  Atlantic  Re- 
gional and  Virginia  Division  affairs  of 
AAUW. 

For  many  years  she  has  devoted  much 
of  her  time  to  work  with  young  women, 
primarily  through  organizations  of  the 
Baptist  church  on  both  city  and  state 
levels. 

Born  in  Newport  News,  she  attended 
public  schools  there  and  received  a  BS 
degree  from  Mary  Washington  in  1929. 
She  has  taken  extension  work  at  Wil- 
liam and  Mary  and  the  University  of 
Virginia. 

From  1929  to  1934  she  taught  in 
Virginia  public  schools  and  after  her 
marriage  in  1934  she  operated  a  kinder- 
garten. She  was  secretary  of  the  Orcutt 
Avenue  Baptist  Church  in  Newport 
News  in  1935-36;  teacher  at  Langley 
Air  Force  Base  from  1938  to  1940;  and 
librarian  in  the  Newport  News  Public 
Library,  1940-41.  She  operated  a  pri- 
vate school  from  1949  to  i960  when  she 
became  remedial  reading  teacher  in 
Newport  News  public  schools,  a  position 
she  now  holds. 

Mrs.  Parrish  is  author  of  one  book  for 
children  and  much  program  material 
for  Baptist  Church  organizations.  At 
one  time  she  was  a  member  of  the  PTA 
at  three  schools  simultaneously.  She  is 
current  president  of  Delta  Kappa  Gam- 
ma, an  honorary  society  for  women  in 
education. 

Mrs.  Parrish's  husband,  Edward  Al- 
ton, Sr.,  is  an  appraiser  for  the  Federal 
Housing  Administration.  They  have 
three  sons  and  two  grandsons.

Governor  Harrison  also  appointed  to 
the  Board  a  Winchester  lawyer,  J.  Sloan 
Kuykcndall,  to  succeed  Federal  Judge 
Albert  V.  Bryan.  Since  Judge  Bryan 
was  rector  of  the  University  the  Board 
will  elect  a  new  rector  at  its  meeting  at 
Charlottesville  in  April. 

Also,  reappointed  for  their  second 
four-year  terms  on  the  Board  were  Wil- 
liam M.  Camp,  Franklin,  Va.;  Hunter 
Faulconer,  Charlottesville;  Edwin  L. 
Kendig,  Jr.,  and  Lawrence  Lewis,  Jr., 
both  of  Richmond.  Another  MWC 
alumna  serves  on  the  Board.  She  is 
Raynell  Goodman  Lantor  '41,  of  South 
Boston,  whose  term  expires  February 
1966. 


COLLEGE  BUYS  HISTORIC  SITE 


Timely  intervention  on  the  part  of 
the  College  has  prevented  an  historic 
spot  near  Brompton  from  becoming  the 
site  of  a  modern  apartment  building. 

The  tract  is  located  on  Sunken  Road 
directly  below  Brompton  and  contains 
the  only  remaining  portion  of  the  origi- 
nal stone  wall  from  which  Confederate 
soldiers  mowed  down  waves  of  Federal 
troops  in  the  December  12,  1862  Battle 
of  Fredericksburg. 

The  National  Park  Service  had  hoped 
to  acquire  the  land  in  question  so  that 
the  scene  on  Sunken  Road  could  be 
restored  and  made  another  of  Fred- 
ericksburg's historic  landmarks,  but 
technical  difficulties  prevented. 

The  land  was  purchased  last  July  by 
Russel  Sullivan,  a  builder  who  proceed- 
ed with  plans  to  erect  a  12-unit  apart- 
ment just  25  feet  east  of  the  historic 
stone  wall. 


Early  in  February  when  bulldozers 
began  to  excavate,  college  officials 
quickly  took  steps  to  acquire  the  prop- 
erty and  Mr.  Sullivan  agreed  to  halt 
operations.  The  purchase  agreement 
was  reached  after  the  state  budget  di- 
rector gave  his  approval,  the  money  for 
the  purchase  to  come  from  special  funds 
of  the  governor. 

Mr.  Woodward,  MWC  Bursar, 
praised  Mr.  Sullivan  as  being  "very  co- 
operative and  showing  real  nice  civic 
spirit."  Chancellor  Simpson  said  the 
College  plans  to  landscape  the  tract, 
working  closely  with  the  National  Park 
Service.  Officials  of  the  Park  Service 
hope  someday  to  restore  the  historic 
stone  wall  south  on  Sunken  Road  as 
far  as  Lafayette  Boulevard  where  the 
National  Cemetery  and  Park  Museum 
are  located.
